Revision of NSCID No. 4 


l. It i« recommended that MS CTO No. 4 be amended end reie.ued 
in accordance with the enclosed draft revision. 

t, AU of the members of the Intelligence Advisory Committee 
have concurred in this proposed revision, except the representative 
of the FBI who abstained. 

3. The proposed revision adds a new paragraph, while in the 
ore sent paragraph 2 the words »and under the guidance of the NSC 
Staff”- -following “agencies concerned”— would be deleted. The effect 
of the two changes is simply to eliminate the rather vague provision 
for "guidance” by the NSC "staff” in tavcr of a requirement that I 
report the outline and selections relating to intelligence priority* to 
the NSC itself. Thus, if the revision is approved. I expect to transmit 
the present DCID 4/3 and 4/5— the basic directives for intelligence 
priorities— to the Council, and hereafter to submit revisions m these 
directives in the same manner. The proposed revision does not 
attempt, of course, to state what action the Council may wish to take 
on these directives; no specific Council action would be required to 
make them effective.

Security Council Intelligence Directive No, 4 
National Intellige nce Objectives 


Pursuant to the provisions of Section 192 (d) (5) of the Natiosa! 
Security Act of 1947 and for the purpose of providing intelligence 
support for the preparation of strifes required by the National 
Security Council in the fulfillment of Its duties, it is directed that: 

1, The Director of Central Intelligence, in collaboration 
with the other agencies concerned, shell prepare a comprehensive 
outline of national Intelligence objectives applicable to foreign 
countries and areas to serve as a guide for the coordinated collection 
and production of National Intelligence. 

2, The Director of Central Intelligence, in collaboration 
with the other agencies concerned, shall select from time to time 
and on a currant basis section# and items of such outline which have 
a priority interest. These selections will be issued by the Director 
of Central Intelligence t© supply the desired priority guidance for 
the production of National Intelligence by the Central Intelligence 
Agency and for the contributions to such production by other agencies 
concerned. 

3 , The Director of Central Intelligence shall formally report 
such outline and selections to tha NSC.
